BAYONNE PUBLIC HEARING 


In accordance with Federally required procedure we have scheduled 
a public hearing on proposed alignment of the Bayonne Eastside Indus- 


trial highway. 


You will recall that on October 20 we were able to announce Federal 


agreement on the general course the new route would take. 


The public hearing to be held on January 15 in the Bayonne City 
Library is to a degree little more than a formality, in that each

of the mnicipalities and other interests in that area are in accord 


with what we propose. 


The highway will be a two mile, two lane addition to the State Highway 
system and part of the Federal Secondary Highway system. It will ex- 
tend from Constable Road in Bayonne to Garfield Avenue in Jersey City. 
It will lie just east of the Jersey Central and Lehigh Valley Railroads 
through Bayonne, curving westerly at the Jersey City line to parallel 


the New Jersey Turnpike extension as far as Garfield Avenue. 


The total cost of the project is estimated at $2,622,000 , inclusive 
of right of way.

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CONSTRUCTION PROGRESS 


Through completion of many of our construction projects our recent 
record peak of 91 road and bridge building contracts under way now 


stands at 6). Combined cost of these projects is $93.5 million. 


Construction progress during the past month permitted us to anticipate 

the opening of at least four new improvements. They included a portion 
of the Route 21 Freeway in Essex County; the main bridge of the Mana- 
hawkin Causeway in Ocean County; a critical section of our Route 73-Tacony 
Palmyra Bridge to Route 130 widening project in Burlington County; and 


the new Route 37 interchange at Seaside Heights in Ocean County. 


Route 21 Freeway 


On November 26 we announced plans for opening a one mile section 
of the new Route 21 Freeway in Belleville, Essex County. Actual 
opening of the $5,000,000 section of the 6-lane freeway will be 


next Friday (December 12). 


This project was started in July 1957 and will provide two separate 


38-foot wide concrete roadways separated by a center island. 


There is a steel barrier to prevent headon accidents down the 
center of the island over a major portion of the job and 10 foot 
wide bituminous concrete shoulders will border each roadway to 


provide for emergency stops. 


Another 1.3 miles of the Freeway immediately north of the section 


to be opened is now under construction. 
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CONSTRUCTION PROGRESS 


Route 21 Freeway, contd. 
During the current fiscal year we will undertake a $7,500,000 


project that will connect the Freeway with Route 3. 


Route 72-Manahawkin Causeway. 


Construction operations on the Manahawkin Causeway reached a 
point December 2 where it was necessary that we divert traffic 
from the old causeway over the new 21,00 foot long high level 
bridge. The traffic was for the first three days restricted to 
half the width of the new 60 foot wide bridge deck pending com- 
pletion of the full width of temporary roadways that connected 


the bridge with the existing low level causeway. 


The switch of traffic to the new bridge made possible a relocation 
of the inland waterway channel. In the past the channel was spanned 
by a low level drawspan over East Thorofare. The new channel will 
pass under the new main causeway bridge. Opening of the new min 
bridge to traffic will permit the contractor to cut through the 


old causeway's solid fill. 


Only when the boats can be diverted to this new channel can con- 
struction of the new low level fixed span trestle over East Thoro- . 


fare be completed. 


The new $l-1/2 million main bridge will furnish a 60 foot wide dual 


roadway with a 3 foot wide sidewalk along each side. 
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CONSTRUCTION PROGRESS, contd. 


Route 72-Manahawkin Causeway, contd. 
It will have a 60 foot high fixed channel span over the relocated 


inland waterway and eliminate up to 3,000 annual bridge openings. 
Completion of the entire project which includes three intermediate 
trestles and connecting roadways is anticipated next Spring in 
time for summer traffic. The formal opening is scheduled for about 


May 25th. 


Route 37 Interchange. 
On December 5 we were able to put the new $2.9 million approach 


system to Seaside Heights into full operational use. The project, 
which was begun in September 1956, consisted of building a four 
lane divided highway from the eastern end of the Mathis Bridge to 


a modified cloverleaf interchange at Seaside Heights. 


From the main interchange area divided roadways extend north and 
south along the shore line and make connections with Route 35 and 
Central Avenue in Dover Township and Bay View Avenue and Central 


Avenue in Seaside Park. 


Route 73 
The most critical section of our two mile Route 73 widening project © 


was fully operational also on December 5. 


The completed portion covers approximately the half mile between 


Broad Street, Palmyra, and the Tacony-Palmyra Bridge Plaza. 
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CONSTRUCTION PROGRESS, contd. 
Route 73, contd. 


In this area the former 3 lane roadway now consists of two 27 
foot wide bituminous concrete surfaced roadways separated by a 
2 foot high concrete barrier and flanked by 10-foot wide hard 


surfaced shoulders for emergency stops. 


Similar construction is being carried out under the same contract 
as far as Route 130. Completion of the entire project is plamed 
for next Spring. Weather conditions during the winter will prevent 


an earlier end to the work. 
FEDERAL SURVEY 


A five man survey team of the Bureau of Public Roads! main office 
in Washington will be surveying this Department for the next four 
to six weeks in connection with a nationwide study. We are the 27th 


state highway department to be surveyed. 


The purpose of the survey is to analyze and evaluate state and federal 
procedures in the carrying out of the Federal Highway Program. The 
survey team will report directly to the Federal Bureau's district 


office which in turn will notify us as to their findings. 
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EMERGENCY PROGRAM 


On November 25 this Department awarded the last of the 23 contracts 
that comprised the Federal Emergency Road Program authorized by 1958 
Federal legislation. These jobs had to be under contract by December 
1 in order to qualify for the 2/3 Federal aid financing provisions of 


the emergency program fund. 
The grand total of the projects was $11,692,010. 


Seven of the projects totaling $1,003,710 are improvements on the 
Secondary system and cost is shared by the Federal Government and the 
counties in which the improvements are to take place. Counties! share 


of the total cost is $338,810. 


The bulk of the emergency program, 16 projects totaling $10,688, 300, 
are improvements of the Primary and Urban Systems. The Department's 


share in the cost of those projects is $1,)64,556. 


Although the proportion of cost is 2/3 Federal and 1/3 State or County, 
we are able to finance much of this Department's share by taking advan- 
tage of "loan provisions" in the Federal legislation. Through this 
provision the Federal Bureau advanced $2, 303,432 from future allocations 
to the Department and credited that amount to what would have been 


otherwise our full 1/3 share of the cost.

SNOW REMOVAL - 1958-59 


Trenton, Dec. .— State Highway Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer today 
announced his Department has mtered this winter's snow and ice season with 
expanded forces, improved equipment and newly adopted techniques. 

He warned, however, that much of the responsibility for keeping traffic 
moving on snow or ice covered highways will still rest with individual car and 
truck operators, He urged those who have not already done so to immediately 
equip their vehicles with snow tires or tire chains, 

According to Commissioner Palmer his Department's preparations for this 
winter have been under way since early summer and feature three principal areas 
of improvement: 

(1) Conversion of nearly 00 pieces of equipment to permit statewide salt 
spreading as well as regular sanding operations for the first time in Departmemtal 
history ; 

(2) Expansion of the Department's ow short wave radio net for early relay 
of storm warnings to field forces and to enable rapid shifting of manpower and 
equipment during storms; 

(3) Bolstering last year's total of available Department equipment and 
increasing the number of "on call" truck-mounted plows, 

For the third consecutive year, to assure early advance warning of impending 
bad weather that might create dangerous driving conditions, the Department has 
"backed up" reliance upon special U.S, Weather Bureau forecasts by contracting 
with the Northeast Weather Service, of Lexington, Mass., for around-the-clock 


forecasting service and special alerts during periods of rapid weather changes. 
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1958 
SNOW REMOVAL = 1958-59 


A Highway Department spokesman said conversion of abrasives spreading truck 
attachments to permit them to be also used for spreading rock salt on a statewide 
basis was begun last summer. The changeover came as the result of experiments 
conducted last winter by the Highway Department, 

Rock salt is to be used in elimination of sheet ice and preventing formation 
of hard mats of compacted snow during plowing operations. he Department has 
made provisions for spreading 1,000 tons of rock salt if it is needed. 

In addition to the rock salt the Department anticipates using about 75,000 
“cubic yards of sand, cinders and other gritty abrasives. These are spread to 
provide traction on ice or glazed snow areas until they can be removed. 

Expansion of the short-wave radio network has been accomplished by adding 
new sending and receiving units to larger pieces of key equipment and shifting 
existing radio units from summer use vehicles to snow removal trucks. In all 
there will be over 200 mobile radio units in use during statewide storms. 

Personnel to man the plows, spreaders, and complimentary equipment, and to 
supervise the task during and after storms will number more than 2,500 this year. 
This is an overall increase of about 200 men, 

Where the Department last year could muster 1,188 pieces of equipment it will 
this season be able to field 1,23 plows, spreaders, scrapers, loaders and extra 
heavy duty snow fighting rigs. 

Approximateiv 10C more privately owned trucks on contract with the Highway 
Department will have Department pLows mounted on them for "standby service." 

This equipment, totaling 356 manned units in all this year, is available to the 


Department on one hour notice.

SNOW REMOVAL - 1958-59, 


This notice will be given well in advance of the time when their actual use 
is anticipated, a Department spokesman said. Notice, based on advanced warnings 
from the Department's forecasting services, may be given three to six hours 
before the plows are to be needed. 

Departmental snow and ice control forces in the northern third of the state 
have already been pressed into service. Last Friday patrols and sanding opera- 
tions worked throughout the day until early snow flurries turned into rain. 

Shortly after 10 p.m. on Saturday they again were called out for similar 


duty and stayed on the job until as late as 6 a.m. on Sunday.

CAUSEWAY BRIDGE 


IMMEDIATE RELEASE 


Trenton, Dec. 3.= The State Highway Department, weather permitting will 
put its new $14 million main Manahawkin Causeway bridge into full traffic use 
Friday. The bridge is part of a new two-mile long causeway now under construc- 
tion by the Highway Department across Barnegat Bay, between Hilliard and Ship 
Bottom, in Ocean County. 

Partially completed temporary roadways allowed limited public traffic use of 
the 2,)00 foot long structure to start Tuesday afternoon. Pending completion 
of these temporary roadways, which connect the new bridge to portions of the 
old causeway still in use, traffic will be restricted to half of the bridge's 
60 foot wide deck, 

The bridge opening was effected to permit relocation of the present inland 
waterway channel under the new main span. This in turn will allow completion of 
a new fixed span trestle across the present inland waterway channel, another 
part of the overall causeway construction, 

In addition to the new main bridge, the two-mile causeway will include three 
smaller trestles. One at Hilliard, a second at West Thorofare and the third at 
East Thorofare, the present inland waterway channel. They will be connected, 
along with the new main bridge, by a four-lane dual highway. | 

Completion of the three trestles and permanent connecting roadway is 
expected by next June, in time for heavy summer traffic. Overall cost of the 
completed causeway, including all structures, is expected to exceed $8 million, 
Initial construction was begun by the Highway Department slightly more than 


three years ago.

ROUTE 72 - MANAHAWKIN 
CAUSEWAY BRIDGE. 


The new bridge opened yesterday is of steel girder construction with a 
concrete deck that will provide a 60 foot wide dual roadway with a 3 foot wide 
sidewalk along each side. It will have a 60 foot high fixed channel span over 
the relocated inland waterway that will eliminate up to 3,000 annual bridge 
openings. Frequent openings required of the old causeway's low level channel 
span seriously retarded traffic flow of approximately 20,000 cars a day during 
summer months. 

Intermediate trestles of the new causeway, now under construction, are of 
prestressed concrete girder construction on timber pilings and supporting a 
concrete deck. Hilliard trestle will be approximately 468 feet long, the West 
Thorofare trestle 360 feet long, and the East Thorofare trestle 1,78 feet. Mini- 
mum underclearance above mean high water at the Hilliard and East Thorofare 
structures will be 1) feet 11 inches and 17 feet 3 inches respectively.

Trenton, Dec. ).- ‘he State Highway Department expects to put its new 
$2.9 million Route 37 approach system to the Seaside Heights area of Ocean 
County into full operation by tomorrow night. 

According to a Highway Department spokesman only bad weather today and 
tomorrow, or a breakdown in material supply, each of which might affect final 
blacktopping operations now under way, could prevent opening all roadways to 
traffic use during Friday afternoon. 

The project was begun by the State Highway Department in September, 1956, 
and will be finished within the working time allowed in the contract, according 
to the Department. 

The project consisted of building a four-lane divided highway across Pelican 
Island from the Route 37 Barnegat Bay Bridge (Mathis Bridge) to a modified 
cloverleaf interchange at Seaside Heights. The interchange was constructed on a 
filled-in portion of Barnegat Bay adjoining Bay Boulevard, Seaside Heights! most 
westerly street. 

From the main interchange area divided roadways extend north and south along 
the new shore line to form connections with State Highway Route 35 and Central 
Avenue in Dover Township, and Bay View Avenue and Central Avenue in Seaside Park, 

Entrances to Seaside Heights will be provided from Bay Boulevard, Central 
Avenue and Route 35, The roadway design will permit rotary turning movement of 
traffic at both ends of the project.

The section to be opened begins just south of William Street and continues 
to north of Roosevelt Avenue, both in Belleville, The project was begun July 
1957. Im order to put the section to early use temporary connections to existing 
Main Street will be provided nerth of Roosevelt Avenue. Workmen are presently 
completing a few remaining areas of topsoiling, guardrail and curbing. They will 
erect temporary traffic signals at the northerly junction with Main Street before 
the roadways are opened. 

Actual opening of the Freeway section is expected late Thursday (Dec. 11) or 
during Friday (Dec. 12), depending on completion of the "clean-up operations' 
and erection of the traffic signals, according to the Department. 

The Freeway will provide two separate 38 foot wide concrete roadways 
separated by a center island. For the first 2,500 feet north of William Street 
the center island will be concrete, four feet wide bordered by 10" high concrete 
curbing. For the balance of the project's length the island will be earth, 

10 feet wide, with a dual-faced steel beam suard rail down its center to prevent 
any possibility of head-on collisions by crossing the center island. 

Bituminous concrete shoulders will border each roadway through the major 
portion of the completed section.

The proposed 3 mile contract will bring the total length of Middlesex and 
Mercer County Route 1 now under reconstruction to 16 miles. A sixth contract is 
expected to get under way this winter and extend the safety rehabilitation work to 
Colonial Lakelands on the outskirts of Trenton. 

Today's bids were for construction between the State Police Barracks at 
Plainsboro and Alexander Road in West Windsor. Part of the project consists of 
cutting the two Route 1 mainline roadways directly through existing Penns Neck 
traffic circle and installation of traffic signal controls, 

All of the projects under way and planned call for removal of the existing 
12 foot wide grassy center island and substituting in its place a 20 inch high 
solid concrete center barrier. Openings in the barrier, which has proved nearly

the State Highway system, will be provided only opposite off-the-road jug-handle 
left turn and turnaround facilities. 

There are 37 separate jug-handles included in construction now under way. 
They are usually constructed in pairs, one to serve each direction of highway

Another eight will be built as part of the project now under advertisement 
and there will be eight built as part of the future 2.7 mile Bakers Basin to 
Colonial Lakelands project. 

The Route 1 work will result in extending the width of each of the present 
24.5 roadways to 27 feet each and extending the 5-foot outer shoulder widths to 
ten feet. The roadways will be resurfaced with bituminous concrete and the 
shoulders will be hard surfaced. 

Jug-handles to be constructed on the project bid on today will include one 
pair at Alexander Road, a pair at Plainsboro Road and a pair at the Forrestal 
Research Center. A single jug handle to serve northbound traffic will be located 
at Fisher Place and a second single unit, to serve southbound traffic, will be 
built at Harrison Street. 

To facilitate traffic flow at the outmoded Penns Neck Circle the Route 1 dual 
roadways will be carried through the circle. In order to permit traffic to con 
tinue to use both Route 1 and the intersecting street, Washington Road, during 
construction operations the work will be split into seven separate phases at that 
location, 

All work of the project is to be completed by November 1, 1959. The Federal 
Government will pay two-thirds of the project cost. All bids will be reviewed by
